REVISING YOUR POINTS IN REFTEL AS FOLLOWS: 

A. WE UNDERSTAND FROM VARIOUS REPORTS THAT SMITH HAS 
AGREED TO ONE PERSON ONE VOTE AT AGE 18; 

B. IT ALSO APPEARS THAT AGREEMENT HAS BEEN REACHED ON 
A NUMBER OF OTHER CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUES WHICH PROVIDE 
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SOME ASSURANCES TO WHITES IN RHODESIA. WHILE THESE 
(REPORTED) PROVISIONS DO NOT FOLLOW EXACTLY THOSE OF 
OUR OWN PROPOSALS NEITHER DO THEY DIFFER GREATLY FROM 
THEM; 


C. WE HAVE SOUGHT TO COMMUNICATE WITH MUZOREWA AND 
SITHOLE IN AN EFFORT TO CONVINCE THEM OF OUR VIEW THAT

ARE SERIOUS IN OUR DETERMINATION TO CONTINUE TO MOVE
